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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On pages 2-3, applicant argues that Wee fails 
to disclose decoding at least the set but not the plurality of macroblocks into pixels. While the applicant's points are understood, the 
examiner respectfully disagrees. See for example Wee column 26, lines 1-34. There Wee discloses that a region group is defined and 
decoded. Wee states that the region group is defined to be the bottom-rightmost rectange of pixels. Then Wee explicity defines that only 
the last four macroblocks of the last two lines are to be decoded. Therefore the rejection has been maintained. 
On page 5, applicant argues that Dekel fails to disclose creating a second substream corresponding to a second region of interest. 
While the applicant's points are understood, the examiner respectfully disagrees. See for example Dekel figure 1 and column 19, lines 
20-24. There Dekel discloses that each client recieves a substream from the server. Since multiple clients can request different material, 
a plurality of different streams are created. Therefore the rejection has been maintained. 
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
